He wished 
ty know what he coud speak to?—but he 
would not oppose the motion. 

Mr. DeCosmos replied. 

Hon, Mr, Truteh said the Government have 
assumed by practice the right of laying out 
ot roads through lands of the Colony ; in all 
Crown grants it is so stipulated. He had 
found. bimseif in positions somewhat invid- 
fuus at times—he could not offer any oppo- 
sition, if special legisiation were made. As 
to the petition referred to, he was not able to 
arrive at the conclusion that the road asked 
for was necded. There are already two 
highways laid out; this third road is an in- 
termediate line, desirable only for one or two 
settlers. So far as the wishes of other set- 
tlers are concerned, they were either indiffer- 
ent or opposed to the road. He would not 
oppose such an enactment, if thought neces- 
sary by the House; it would give a relief to 
the Lands and Works. 

Hon. Mr, Pbillippo was not aware that any 
epecial legislation on the subject was immed- 
iately necessqry, in regard to the making of 
roads, He didu’t anticipate any difficulty ia 
laying out roads, in applying to the Commis- 
sioner of Land and Works. Any measure fur 
the purpose could be very well brought for- 
ward hereafter, when a greater necessity 
should arise. 

Mr. DeCoemos referred to the old-fashioned 
method of doing things, in this connection: 
He was aware the Crown reserved a certain 
amount of land for road purposes, but he 
was not aware the Crown had a right to ran 
a line of road in any direction. He did not 
know how the law bore on the subject. 
He (Mr. DeCosmos) would withdraw the 
motion if the Lands and Works would pro- 
tise to attend to the object of the petition. 

Hoa. Mr. Trutch replied. ‘ 

Hon. Mr. Phillippo explained—the bon. 
Chief Commissiqner had the power to deal 
with the matter. 

The motion was withdrawn, 

Mr. DeCosmos moved the following :— 
“(That .a return be laid before the Council, 
setting torth the amount of Road Tax levied, 
collected and expended in each road district 
in Vancouver Isiand.’’ In order to meet the 
wishes of bis constituents and gratify his 
aad their curiosity, Mr. DeCosmos thoved for 
the return 

Mr. Bunster seconded. 

The motion pass:d unanimously. 

Mr. DeCosmos again moved—* Whether it 
is the intention of the Government to send 
road parties through the districts in Van- 
couver Island this year, as in former years? 
And, whether it is not possibile to repair and 
improve the roads by contract, with equa} 
adrantage to the public ?”’ 

The reason he pat the question was—in his 
district, one of the road parties had given 
satisfaction, whilst the other gave very gene- 
ra! dissatisfaction. In North and South Saan- 
ich for instance, the feeling was in favor of 
an appropriation, in order to drag the mad 
Off the road, where, daring the repairs of the 
past season, it was piled up in the centre 
The next point was—that if the Lands and 
Works Department were to pass over the road 
and mark out the places for repairs, and let, 
by tender, such places on the road, the 
money might be kept. in the district where 
paid, andthe Goverament would get the bene- 
fit of the money expended. Such # thing had 
been done ia the Bastern Provinces, and was 

found to work satisfactorily. The present 
system,in Victoria Listrict, does not give 
satisfaction.
